The council is confident a freeze is 
possible because of the tight rein it 
has kept on the purse-strings over the 
last 12 months. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the leader of 
the council, said: “I am very proud 
that, in spite of all the constraints to 
budgets, we have been able to protect 
and enhance the vital day-to-day 
services that all of our residents rely 
on. We are very aware that all of our 
residents, regardless of their situation 
or background, are finding managing 
the household budget a strain. This 
is why we’re committed to doing 
everything in our power to enhance 
the local economy and to keep council 
tax bills as low as possible. 

“However, we remain fully 
committed to protecting our frontline 
services, increasing growth, and 
making sure that all local people 
benefit from all the regeneration and 
development work that is going on in 
our borough.”

Applying or paying for services 
via the web will now be quicker and 
easier for residents, who will have 24 
hour access.

Reporting road and street faults 
online is now easier with residents 
now able to fill in a simplified form and 
pinpoint the location on a map or send 
a photo to report common problems.

highways team locate and resolve the 
problem more efficiently. 

Additionally, residents can now renew 
and pay for their parking permits in 
one complete transaction online. Until 
now, residents were required to apply 
by post or telephone, or come in to a 
council service centres in person.

Royal launch for new hotel 


THE borough’s newest hotel has been 
officially ‘topped out’ by HRH The Duke of 
York.

Fitness centres makeover 


MAJOR new improvements 
at two of the royal borough's 
leisure centres are complete. 

The council and Greenwich 
Leisure Limited (GLL) are 
set to unveil a £990,000 
refurbishment project of 
facilities at Coldharbour and 
Thamesmere Leisure Centres. 

Both fitness centres have had 
a massive overhaul with new 
and upgraded equipment, 
additional free weights and 
resistance equipment has 
been added to fill the demand 
at peak times. 

Changing rooms have been 
retiled and are more energy 
efficient with new lighting, 
whie new hair dryers have 
also been installed.

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A golden anniversary 

Borough of Greenwich celebrates 50 years

AN historic civic birthday is just 
round the corner. 

For April 1, 2015, will be the 50th 
anniversary of the London Borough of 
Greenwich. 

Back on that date in 1965, the two old 
Metropolitan Boroughs of Woolwich and 
Greenwich merged to form a brand new 
local authority, and become part of the 
newly-launched Greater London Council. 

The borough’s first Mayor was Councillor 
William AG Brooks, who was also a Justice 
of the Peace. And boundary changes at the 
time meant that North Woolwich became 
part of the New London Borough of 
Newham. 

At the time there were mutterings 
among some people about the name of 
the new authority and wheter it should be 
named after the town centres of Woolwich, 
Greenwich or Charlton. Those in the 
eastern half of the borough wanted it to be 
called the London Borough of Woolwich, 
arguing that the town was bigger and had 
more residents. Honour seems to have 
been satisfied after it was decided to make 
the Victorian Woolwich Town Hall in 
Wellington Street the new borough’s seat 
of local government. 

The old Art deco-style Greenwich Town 
Hall and the Borough Hall, on the corner 
of Greenwich High Road and Royal Hill, 
are now used as a management school and 
a dance academy. 

The Greater London Council was 
abolished in 1986, and the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) was set up in 2000 to act 
as the top-tier administrative body for 
Greater London, with its own directly 
elected executive Mayor of London. 

Another important change came in 
2012, when on February 3, Her Majesty 
The Queen bestowed royal status on the 
borough, which then became the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. 

Today Royal Greenwich is a member 
of London Councils, the cross-party 
organisation that works on behalf of all its 
member authorities regardless of political 
colour. It makes the case to government, 



the Mayor and others to get the best 
deal for Londoners and ensure that its 
members have the resources, freedoms 
and powers to do the best possible job for 
their residents and businesses. 

Greenwich Mayor Cllr Mick Hayes, told 
GT: “I am the latest in a long line of mayors, 
or ‘first citizens’, whose origins date back 
a thousand years to Norman times. In 
my lifetime alone, Royal Greenwich has 
seen many changes and developments in 
the way in which it is administered, and 
I feel honoured to be serving as Mayor 
as we mark the 50th anniversary of our 
borough.”

Care home 
closure plan 

Royal borough urges rethink 


FORTY-FOUR elderly and vulnerable 
people could be forced to move after 
a care home announced it is closing. 

The royal borough is calling on Avante 
to halt its proposals to close Sunbury 
Lodge registered older people’s care home 
in Woolwich. 

The company which runs three care 
homes in the borough agreed to consult 
on closure after a recommendation from 
their board of management. Consultation 
is due to last a month with proposals to 
close the home in Sunbury Street later 
this year. 

Since it heard of the closure proposals a 
few days ago, the royal borough has been 
urging Avante to consider options other 
than closure, and to allow for further 
discussions. 

The company has already held meetings 
with residents and their families at which 
it was made clear that the company would 
£ in all probability’ close the care home 
later this year. 

The care home which caters for older 
people with mental health or dementia 
conditions currently has 32 residents 
placed by the royal borough. Four are 
funded by other local authorities and 
eight places are funded by the residents 
themselves. 

The royal borough is assuring residents 
that if Avante do go ahead with closure, it 
will work closely with residents and their 
families, as well as with Oxleas and other 
health agencies, to minimise disruption 
and ensure that every resident is found 
alternative accommodation that meets 
their needs. 

Leader of the royal borough Cllr Denise 
Hyland said, “Along with residents 
and their families I was shocked at the 
announcement by Avante that it was 
proposing to consult on closing Sunbury 
Lodge. 



“This was not something that was 
discussed in advance with us. As well as 
the clear and obvious impact that this 
decision will have on vulnerable residents 
and their families, the decision will also 
place additional burden on the council at 
a time of severe financial pressures. 

“Our first priority at all times is towards 
the health and quality of life of all our 
residents and we will work tirelessly to 
ensure continued care to the highest 
possible standard, as well as offering 
support to residents and families in 
responding to Avante’s consultation. 

“I am inviting Avante to meet me and 
justify their proposed closure of Sunbury 
Lodge.”

THE royal borough’s health campaign 
to encourage smokers not to light up at 
home or in their cars has been given a 
major boost by Parliament. 

On the day when the Greenwich 
campaign kicked off, MPs voted in 
favour of banning smoking in cars when 
children are present. 

The new regulations will come into 
effect on October 1. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community wellbeing 
and public health, said: “This campaign 
is different from the usual roadshows 
which focus on helping people to quit 
smoking. This time our focus is on 
helping smokers to appreciate the harm 
they may be causing to their family 
members when they smoke at home or 


in their car. It’s better to stop smoking 
completely, of course - and there is 
plenty of support available to help 
people. But if you do smoke, it is much 
better for the health of those around 
you if you protect them from second- 
hand smoke.” 

The Greenwich Healthy Living team 
has been running roadshows offering 
tips on how to make homes and cars 
smoke-free. Visitors can get a free lung 
and carbon monoxide test and help with 
quitting smoking. 

Roadshow visitor John Cochrane, 
62, from Greenwich, said: “Not many 
people know the dangers of second- 
hand smoke.”

Over 200 give their views on 
Sutcliffe Park proposals 


OVER 200 residents have already had 
their say on proposals for a new multi- 
sports centre at Sutcliffe Park. 

They gave their views at two consultation 
events last week. 

The events allowed local people to give 
their opinions on the range of activities 
that could be available at the new venue 
and to see plans of how the building might 
look. 

The initial proposals for the sports 
centre - which received outline planning 
permission in May 2014 - would see it fitted 
out with new indoor athletics facilities, 
a community cafe, public toilets and 
classrooms.

BUSINESSES have started to sign 
up to pay the London Living Wage 
after welcoming the council’s offer 
of discounted rates.

CROOKS are once again preying on 
vulnerable people in the borough hy 
phoning them and pretending to be 
police officers. 

In the last three months the council’s 
trading standards team has been 
contacted by a growing number of 
residents who have been getting scam 
calls. 

The callers usually give a convincing 
story such as “your credit card has been 
fraudulently used in central London”, 
or “your card is being used to buy high 
value goods in Selfridges” or “your card 
has been cloned”. 

They will then ask the person to call 
them back to confirm it is the police who 
are calling them. But the caller does not 
disconnect, and leaves the line open. 
This means the resident is immediately 
connected back to the scam caller. 

The fraudster’s aim is to get the 
residents’ bank details, card details, 
cash or the actual card itself. They say 
they will send a courier or taxi to collect 
directly from the resident. 

Once a person falls victim to a telephone 
scam it is quite likely that their details

will be sold on to other scam callers and 
organised crime groups. This means that 
the person is then targeted again and 
again. Some victims have lost thousands 
of pounds this way. 

In extreme situations, where victims 
are targeted repeatedly, technology can 
be used to block unwanted calls. More 
information on this is available from 
Greenwich Trading Standards. 

The vital things to remember are that 
your bank and the police would: 

NEVER ask for your bank account 
details or PIN number over the phone. 
So do not disclose these to anyone, no 
matter who they claim to be. 

NEVER ask you to withdraw money and 
send it to them via a courier or taxi 
NEVER ask you to send your bank cards, 
or any other personal property, to them 
via courier or taxi 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “Please heed these 
warnings. There are individuals and 
gangs out there who will stop at nothing 


to trick people into parting with their 
savings or valuables. If you have any 
doubts at all, put your phone down.”

Feel better with Tai Chi

IT improves our core balance, 
develops inner strength and 
relaxes our tension-soaked 
bodies. 

It requires minimal equipment, 
is relatively low cost and burns 
calories at the same rate as 
walking. 

A Taoist monk named Chang 
San-Feng discovered Tai Chi - or 
“boundless fist” - around 1200 
AD. Chang studied the agility 
of the crane and the snake and 
constructed exercises to mimic 
their fluidity. 

Now the Taoist Tai Chi 
Society, which teaches in 26 
countries worldwide with 
around 280 classes in the UK, 
have just opened a new club In 
Greenwich’s West Community 
and Arts Centre. Anyone 
from 16 to 90 is welcome with 
participants from all walks of 
life. 

There are a number of styles - 
some more forceful - like tai chi 
fighting - than others, but for 
the most part, the movements 
are gentle. Body weight is 


transferred from one half 
to the other while the 
head and the trunk are 
rotated. Breathing in 
from the diaphragm, 
the mind remains 
focused, inner calm 
gently building from 
within. “It undoubtedly cuts 
stress improving the balance of 
both body and mind,” accredited 
instructor, Elisha Jones told 
Greenwich Time. 

It takes about three months to 
assimilate the 108-movement 
‘set’ but three years to become 
an instructor. Her co-instructor 
and husband Peter, was equally 
convinced: “Regular practice 
brings a whole range of benefits 
to the muscular, skeletal and 
circulatory systems”. Their 
inaugural open evening was 
extremely well attended, the 
participants eager to learn. “My 
parents encouraged me and 
it has definitely helped with 
my blood pressure,” said local 
resident Andrew Gidman. 

It’s a registered charity - the 
instructors are unpaid - so the 
annual costs are quite modest. 

A new beginners class started 
last Thursday and runs each
